Grain is being received at Vul¬ 
can at the record rate of 6,500 bush¬ 
els daily, a fact that astonishes veter¬ 
an grain dealers and transportation 
chiefs considering the time of year. 
Vulcan stands pre-eminent as a grain 
shipper on the Lethbridge division. In 
the past the “Million- bushel points" 
were the talk of the west. Today the 
Vulcan district has doubled that 
amount. Vulcan shipments exceeded 
the two million bushel point last Sat¬ 
urday, and as stated, the grain is still 
coming in at an enormous rate.

The “Tea Pot” dome scandal which 
is now attracting the gross attention 
of the people of the States and which 
ensnairs in its net the mighty men 
higher up in the governing politics 
of that country, much to the chagrin 
and discomfiture of the party in pow¬ 
er, vindicates in a latent manner, the 
studied necessity of the late President 
Wilson,* in assuming, or trying to as¬ 
sume, the asserted single-handed man¬ 
agement of that country’s political af¬ 
fairs during his terms of office; He 
was condemned for his selfishness in 
not following the counsel of his asso¬ 
ciates, seeking their advice in matters 
of great moment and following their 
instructions. This characteristic in the 
former president was noticeable to all,' 
and particularly throughout his last 
administration, but Was puolicly her¬ 
alded as ammunition by the political 
office-holders and office-seekers of the 
time to belittle the popularity of the 
then president. The “Tea Pot” dome 
scandal, which promises to outrival 
the Benedict Arnold treason in the 
early years of the United States, and 
in which are named officials of the 
cabinet, the Attorney-General and 
many others higher up in the grand 
. councils of the country, is creating the 
conclusion in the minds of the geneyal 
public, that, after all, it was incum¬ 
bent upon former President Wilson to 
play the game alone if his administra¬ 
tion was to be free from the unscrupu¬ 
lous and self-centred desires of those 
with whom he was expected to hold 
counsel. The many changes in the 
make-up of his cabinet and other ad¬ 
visors, and his resort to his personal 
and able friend, Colonel House for con¬ 
fidential and reliable intercourse in 
matters of state and foreign compli¬ 
cations, may explain his reasons for 
non-confidence in the officials with 
whom he was expected to confer, and 
probably determined him to fight the 
battle alone for the honor of his coun¬ 
try and that of his own name. The 
expositions of treason, graft, infideli¬ 
ty and self-aggrandizement that is 
now being served up ‘ to the peoples 
of the world as food for thought con¬ 
cerning the actions of their chosen re¬ 
presentatives, is a stigma upon the po¬ 
litics of the country which will, never 
be effaced and should resolve itself in 
the determinations of the people to in¬ 
sist upon judgment being severely 
meted out to the deserving ones and 
officialdom at Washington being clear¬ 
ed of politicians who are playing the 
game for politics’ sake with no coun¬ 
try patriotism at heart. The answer 
to the former president’s so called 
"self-rule” is to be found in the pre¬ 
sent make-up of the administration in 
Washington and the exposure of their 
treasonable intentions. President Wil¬ 
son may have had similar experiences 
which he surmounted by his indomit¬ 
able will and his unshaken regard for 
honorable achievement.

And on my periodical visits to the old 
Stone Town, I am confronted by a 
timilar experience. It is an indes¬ 
cribable sensation that overwhelms 
orie, wh5,'in days of yore, knew nearly 
every man, his wife, his family, yes 
even his dog, to wander up and down 
the old runways and meed perhaps 
one out of a hundred whom he knows.

School teachers nowadays are tire¬ 
less in experiment. The growth of 
psychology as a recognised branch of 
science and a continually increasing 
interest in the technique of teaching 
have led both to a somewhat destruc¬ 
tive criticism of methods once taken 
for granted and to a patent search for 
other methods that will accomplish 
better results in less time. One of the 
latest adventures in schoolroom prac¬ 
tice is the so-called Dalton plan, first 
introduced in the town of Dalton, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, but now more widely 
known in England than here. It is re- 
■ ported that more than three thousand 
schools in England have adopted the 
plan within three years, and that near¬ 
ly all of them have found it remark¬ 
ably successful. In the United States 
about three hundred schools are try- 
ing it, says the Youths Companion. In 
brief the Dalton plan attempts to in¬ 
troduce “laboratory” methods into the 
schoolroom. It aims to avoid the un¬ 
satisfactory results that attend ordina¬ 
ry recitations in large classes in which 
the teacher has to deal with children 
of- a dozen different degrees of 
intelligence and docility. The plan 
substitutes for the classroom organi- 
form examinations a sort of intellectu¬ 
al workshop in each subject, having 
each its own teacher; and it encourag¬ 
es the child to go ahead as fast as he 
can and to use his own intelligence 
without regard to what his mates are 
doing. It aims to deliver the bright 
child from the drag of a class that 
goes far slower than he is capable of 
going and to relieve the dull child 
from the wearisome effort to “keep 
up” with a class that moves faster 
than his ability will permit him to 
move. Promotions are not en masse 
but individual. The theory is that, 
thus taught, children of both sorts will 
be happier and more ambitious, that 
th^y will manifest a will to learn and 
a personal initiative that will make 
-school work more interesting to the 
child and less exhausting to^he teach¬ 
er. Like other new departures in edu¬ 
cation, this plan will need a longer and 
more careful trial before we shall 
zation with its uniform work and uni- 
know just what it is worth. It may 
prove less effioftcious than its enthusi¬ 
astic advocates expect and still be a 
real step in advance. The old methods 
with which we are all familiar through 
experience, have obvious defects. The 
process of education is too often a 
struggle between a determined teach¬ 
er and an unwilling group of pupils. 
If the Dalton plan can help even some 
of the youngsters to put their own in¬ 
exhaustible store of energy into the 
task of educating themselves, it will 
render a service of first-rate import¬ 
ance. The confidence that the English 
school-masters who have tried it have 
come to feel in it is encouraging. 

THE TOWN NEWSPAPER 

There is, after all, no newspaper in 
the world that means so much to one 
as his own town paper. The daily, 
with its flaring headlines and its sen¬ 
sational news, coming red-hot off the 
wires, that tells us what is happening 
in the great outside world, is a very 
necessary visitor to our breakfast 
tables . But there is another world— 
the world of our own home town— 
where all the actors on the stage of 
life are known to us, where the way 
each acts his part in the drama of life 
is a matter of personal interest to all, 
where sickness and death, losses and 
accidents arouse something deeper 
than the passing curious interests with 
which we read of such happenings to 
unknown persons in the daily news¬ 
papers, and where the outstanding 
success or the winnirtg of distinction 
by members of this little world .be¬ 
come matters for pride and gratifica¬ 
tion to the whole community. And the 
recorder and chronicler of these hap¬ 
penings is the town newspaper. It is 
a community organization in which 
everyone shduld have a personal in¬ 
terest, and in which everyone should 
co-operate in an effort to have it pre¬ 
sent each week a correct history of the

ASKS FOR BANK ACT CHANGE 

G.G. Coote, progressive .member for 
Macleod, Alberta, has given notice of 
a motion in the house that, in view of 
the Home Bank failure and other un¬ 
favorable developments in Canadian 
banking circles, the select standing 
committee on banking and commerce 
should be instructed to consider and 
report on such amendments to the 
Bank Act as they may deem advisable 
for the purpose of better safeguard¬ 
ing the interests of depositors, restor¬ 
ing confidence and generally improv¬ 
ing the banking question. 

THIS SHOULD END WAR 

Senator Capper of Washington has 
prepared a universal draft act to be¬ 
come effective in time of war and de¬ 
signated to take the profit out of war 
for everyone. It provides that every 
business, every industry, all the vest¬ 
ed wealth and resources of the coun¬ 
try, shall automatically be subject to 
draft just as the man who shoulders 
a gun. Not many can .oppose the mea¬ 
sure without laying their patriotism 
open to suspicion. If the bill comes 
to a vote, it is likely to become law 
and incidentally a powerful deterrent 
to the nation’s rushing precipitously 
into war.

phone system in Alberta now reserves 
a total of 969 communities in Alberta, 
and has established connections with 
465 offices in the province of Sask.aU 
chewan, 239 offices in Manitoba, 78 in 
the western states and 32 in B.C. In 
addition to this telephone conneection 
has on occasions been established with 
Chicago and other points in the east. 
These are some of the facts contained 
in the annual report of the telephone 
department for 1923. The total nujn- 
ber of phones served by the system is 
now 67,279, of which 32,260 are ex¬ 
change phone? ,20,252 are rural 
ohones, 1085 are on private party 
wires, and 13,383 are connecting sub¬ 
scribers. There are 264 exchanges in 
the province, with 301 toll- offices, and 
62 private party lines. • There are 
35,552 miles of long distance lines. The 
new long distance service into Mani¬ 
toba has been a great success. As 
many as 2500 calls a month are handl¬ 
ed into Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 
The operating expenses of the depart¬ 
ment were reduced $92,841.01 during 
the past year, while there was an in¬ 
crease in revenue, the revenue for the 
past year being the greatest in three 
years.

Germany is now readp to pay what 
she must Does anyone honestly be¬ 
lieve she would be any more ready 
now than she was $n January, 1923, 
had France stayed out of the Ruhr, 
asks the NewYork Post? There may 
be those who so believe or will main¬ 
tain in the teeth of the logic of events, 
tjut General Dawes is not one of them 
In hia opinion, the occupation forced 
Germany to realize she must pay up in 
her capacity, something she had givejp> 
little evidence of doing until the 
French acted. The French also finding 
the occupation a tiresome business, 
less productive than they hoped, are 
willing to consider eksier terms. 

A GREAT SUCCESS 

During the past four years, accord¬ 
ing to figures prepared by A. K. Whls- 
ton^supervisor of hospitals for Alber¬ 
ta, the rural municipal hospitals sys¬ 
tem has cared for a total of 21,142 pa¬ 
tients, at the low average- cost per case 
of approximately $15, based on oper¬ 
ating costs. The period covered is 
from 1920 to 1923 inclusive. Had these 
patients been cared for at city hospi- 
tal rates, .and provided with the same 
service, the cost per case would have 
been anproximately $45. During the 
I four jears mentioned the rural muni- 
I cipal hospitals system not only cared 
, for th? total of patients as stated, but 
I also provided, in addition td the ordi- 
| nary hospital services, a total of 1470 
| major operations and 3123 minor ope- 
| rations, and had a total of 3012 mater- 
| nity cases. In 1920 there were but 8 
I hospitals operating with a total of 160 
I beds. Today there are 15 hospitals 
with a total of 277 beds. In 1923, the 
rural hospitals were operated at the 
low average cost per patient day of 
$3.12, being the cost based on a total 
of 67,941 hospital days, with a total 
operating expenditure of $212,417.28. 
In Drumheller hospital, which had the 
largest number pf patient days, the 
operating cost was as low as $2.92 per 
patient day. It is expected that at 
least five new hospital districts will be 
put into operation during the coming 
year. Some of these are expected to 
come into operation within the next 
few months. 

PERCHER0N HORSES 

Eight head of percheron mares from 
the Bar U, which were recently ship¬ 
ped out to the coast to C. Spencer, who 
lecently acquired the Tretheway 
ranche ,at Chilco, have aroused the 
greatest enthusiasm among the coast 
horsemen who have inspected them. 
They will be shipped up to the ranche 
and Mr. Spencer has brought a per¬ 
cheron stallion in from Oregon and 
hopes with his good Alberta founda¬ 
tion stock to breed something out¬ 
standing. Nearly all the mares are 
known in the prairie show rings.

Ottawa 
Belle, sired by Halifax and out of the 
mare Marrian, a grand champion at 
Calgary. Other mares from the Bar U 
herd, sired by Garnow and other good 
stallions, which have quality and 
breeding, go to make up the shipment 
from Alberta which has created en¬ 
thusiasm among the coast fanciers of 
hreeding and quality in heavy horses.

Grain receipts have continued heavy 
all winter at Calgary and it is quite 
common for the federal grain inspect¬ 
or to have 300 cars a day, lined up for 
a day’s examination. More than 100 
cars a day are being routed to Van¬ 
couver. 

The federal govenment has autho¬ 
rized the establishment of a bird sanc¬ 
tuary at Rideau Island, Alberta, ahd 
the killing or hunting of birds on the 
-island has been prohibited. The sanc¬ 
tuary has been created on the recom¬ 
mendation of the game commissioner 
of Alberta 

Canada is expecting a great rush of. 
American tourist travel by automo¬ 
bile during the coming season and sets 
its expectation at not less than 200,- 
000 cars. Last year 125,000 American 
cars visited the Dojninion and expend¬ 
ed about $170,000,000, according to a 
Conservative estimate.-—-- 

“How’s this?” asked the lawyer.

The heaviest immigration to Cana¬ 
da experienced during the last ten 
years is looked for this year. Already 
the arrivals are running ahead of 
those for the same months in 1923, 
those from European countries being 
especially large. The enquiries from 
prospective settlers in the United 
States are numerous. 

The Canadian Pacific railway which 
in 1899 brought down to the head of 
the lakes only 26,000,000 bushels of 
grain, actually brought down 186,000,- 
000 bushels last season. This is equal 
to the total volume of grain moved by 
all the railways of the United States 
combined during the same time at the 
terminals at Minneapolis, Chicago and 
Duluth. 1 

Seventy-five creameries in Alberta 
last year produced 17,750,000 lbs. of 
butter ,as compared with 15,417,070 
lbs., representing the output of '54 
creameries in 1922, according to the 
provincial dairy commissioner’s report. 
In addition the prediction of cheese 
has -shown a remarkabTe'growth. In 

1922, 14 factories produced 931,992 
lbs., while in 1923, 13 factories had an 
output of 1,850,000 lbs., and an in¬ 
crease of almost 100 per cent. 

Final figures show that the total 
value of all agricultural products pro¬ 
duced in Alberta during 1923 amounts 
to $223,814,304, as compared with 
$160,488,699, an increase of almost 50 
per cent. The total yield of all field 
crops was 30,340,697 bushels, compar¬ 
ed with 110,860,329 bushels in the pre¬ 
vious year. Wheat production amount¬ 
ed to 167,266,084 bushels an average of 
28 bushels per acre, as a&ainst 65,776,- 
693 bushels, average of 11.50, in 1922. 

The average wages of farm help in 
Canada shows a slight advance for 

1923, as compared with 1922, accord¬ 
ing to compilations of the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. The average 
wages per month of farm helpers, 
during the summer season of 1923, in- 1 
eluding board, were for men, $61, as 
against $59 in 1922, and for women, 
$39, .the same as in 1922. By the year 
the average value of males, including 
board, was $611 for 1923, as compar¬ 
ed with $418 in 1922. 

Further figures regarding the oper¬ 
ation of coal mines in Alberta during 
1923 are given below: The greatest 
number of mines in operation during 
the year was 362, with a maximum of 
11,477 men working during the month 
of December. At the end of December 
there were 258 mines working. The 
total production was divided as fol¬ 
lows: Domestic coal 3,161,741 tons, 
sub-bituminous coal 463,431 tons, bit- 
umious 3,241,364 tons, anthracite 107 
tons, briquets 39,636 tons. 

A considerable decrease in the num¬ 
bers of those confined in the two pro¬ 
vincial jails is shown in the report of 
these institutions fdFWJfif. The daily 
average in the Fort Saskatchewan jail 
during that year was 184 compared 
with 232 in 1922, and the daily aver¬ 
age of 1923 in the Lethbridge pcil was 
110 compared with 122 in 1922. The 
jail farm at Fort Saskatchewan pro¬ 
duced 13,800 bushels of grain during 
the year and the farm at Lethbridge 
produced 17,000 bushels of grain. 

In three short years Alberta has be¬ 
come an exporting instead of import¬ 
ing province in respect to eggs. Last 
season 51,366 cases of eggs were ex¬ 
ported, this being the net export over 
import of eggs. The marketing serv- 
ice conducted by the government has 
grown tremendously, the following 
figures being some indications: Eggs 
—1922, 436,000 doz., 1921, 178,000 

doz., 1919, 77,000 doZ^19l7, Y8^Q0fi. 
doz.; Poultry—1922, 925,000 lbs., 1921, 
667,000 lbs., 1919, 110,000 lbs., and 
1917, 59,000 lbs. 

Port developments costing . in the 
neighborhood of $18,000,000 will be 
carried out by the Vancouver Harbor 
Commission during 1924, if plans pre¬ 
pared by the board and approved 
by the federal government Very im¬ 
portant undertakings are included ‘in 
the estimates drawn up, and these will 
go a long way to making a vast im¬ 
provement in the port’s facilities. 
Three or four million dollars are for 
the completion of the Ballantyne pier 
fittings and construction and equip¬ 
ment of No. 2 grain elevator, while it 
is proposed to erect a cold storage 
plant, which is also urgently neededJ

ALBERTA LEADS PROVINCES | 

Average value per farm of field and 
fodder crops produced in Alberta in j 
1923 was higher than in any other 
province of Canada, according to a 
table prepared by the publicity branch 
of the department of 'agriculture. The 
figures are.based on the latest revision 
of the number of farms as shown in 
the 1921 census. The figures used for 
Alberta values are those compiled by 
the Provincial Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, and are the latest available. The 
figures for other provinces are those 
issued by the Dominion Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics, Ottawa. With a total value of 
field and fodder crops in 1923 of $171,- 
026,804, and a total of 82,000 farms 
occupied as shown by the 1921 census, 
Alberta is thus shown to have an av -1 
erage value per farm" of the above | 
crops of $2,085.60. Saskatchewan, its ■ 
nearest rival with respect to value of 
1923 crops, shows an everage value of 
$2,025.00 per farm. The following tab¬ 
le gives the details:

in Alberta this season. This valuable 
clover was introduced into the pro¬ 
vince a few years ago by the Universi¬ 
ty of Alberta. Only a very small quan¬ 
tity of seed was at first available. 

The first party of new settlers for- 
the Lethbridge Northern Irrigation 
district arrived in that district the 
past week, conducted from the old 
land by E. H. Hahn, a trustee of the 
irrigation district. The new families 
number 28, coming from Switzerland 
and Holland. 

The wettest month in years may be 
claimed for the month of March, 1924. 
Last Friday and Saturday snow fell in 
abundance and saturated the earth. 
The precipitation has been heavy and 
has put the seed bed in ideal condition 
for the seed and when spring time 
weather arrives germination should be 
very rapid. 

The department of agriculture is es¬ 
timating an expenditure of $590,843 in 
1924 as against an actual expenditure 
of $587,650.01 last year-. Last year 
there was included the sum of $200,- 
000 for extermination of grasshoppers, 
against $25,000 provided for this year. 
This does not look very much like eco¬ 
nomy does it? 

It is gratifying to learn the out¬ 
break ©f grasshoppers which threaten¬ 
ed at one time to sweep the entire 
province of Alberta is now practically 
terminated. Only in the extreme 
southern portion of the province, 
where a reinfestation has occurred and 
: n a comparatively small area in the 
Peace River district is it anticipated 
that active measures will have to be 
taken this year for the final supi ession 
of this menace. 

A provision has been made for bee 
inspection in the 1924 estimates at a 
cost of $500, with additional travelling 
expenses, no doubt. In God’s name 
why should the country be burdened 
with more government inspectors. We 
have workmen’s compensation inspect¬ 
ors, hotel inspectors, weights and mea¬ 
sure inspectors, and a raft of others 
who should be otherwise engaged in 
productive work. Too bad the govern¬ 
ment cannot be conducted in a busi¬ 
nesslike way. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 

The C. P. R. will inaugurate a 90 
hour transcontinental service on May 
18th. 

The sum of £392,000,000 has been 
paid by Britain for the relief o£ un¬ 
employed in Britain since signing of 
the armistice. , 

It is estimated that 50,000 tons of 
herring have begp shipped from Van¬ 
couver waters to Oriental markets 
during the past season. 

Forty-nine different countries im¬ 
ported Canadian flour last year, ac¬ 
cording to the president of the Domi¬ 
nion Millers’ Association. 

Regarding the Home Bank failure, 
indications point to shady work being 
performed and surprises are in store 
for sorqe of our wouki-be prominent 
public men. 

Changes are sai^i to be in progress 
at Edmonton in connection with the 
Workmen’s Compensation, all of 
which means further taxes on the em- 
ployer of labor. 

A large deputation of citizens of 
Brantford, Ont., waited upon Premier 
King intimating to the government 
that a reduction of the present tariff 
on implements would be offset by 
them. 

Eighty per cent of the California 
peach crop was destroyed by frost on 
March 22, causing an approximate loss 
of $6,000,000 is the report given by the 
Peaeh Growers Association of Cali¬ 
fornia. ' 

Wheat exports from the port of 
Vancouver to the end of February for 
Jthe season starting September 1, 1923, 
totalled 29,000,000 bushels. Twelve 
million bushels are booked for March 
loading. 

The illness of Attorney-General 
Brownlee is responsible for a further 
delay in the Liquor Bill. On Novem¬ 
ber .5 we voted on this bill and so far 
there is no importance shown by 
people that the act is not now in force. 

Manitoba Menrvonites who made a 
trek to Mexico a year ago are dis¬ 
satisfied and are returning to Western 
Canada to again take up farming un¬ 
der Canadian regulations. There is no 
place like Western Canada at present. 

It is understood that the Dominion 
Development company is considering 
plans for the construction of a model 
town on Barley Sound to be settled 
by Scottish fisher folk. There are 
great salmon and herring grounds 
there. 

Three and a half million dollars, or 
nearly 20% of the whole revenue of 
the province, is the asti mated direct 
gain from the timber resources of 
British Calumbia during the coming 
fiscal year. Timber licenses are ex¬ 
pected to produce $1,250,000, royalties 
$1,600,000, timber scales $350,000, and 
timber leases $100,000. 

Furs to the value of $400,000 were 
disposed of at the recent sale of the 
Winnipeg Fur Auction Sales Compa¬ 
ny. Since the company commenced 
operations three years ago," approxi¬ 
mately $1,750,000 worth of furs have 
been sold. In the three years of ope¬ 
ration the company has sold about 
$4,000,000 worth of furS. 

The minister of telephones in Al¬ 
berta is a very capable administrator 
and we have reason to believe he will 
find a way to change a deficit of over 
$50,000 last year to a surplus for 1924. 
There is room for further economy in 
the telephone department and it can 
be done by practising strict economy 
in the management of that depart¬ 
ment.
